lerms and Conditions for utilizotion of GAIL’s RoU by M/s RGTIL 

1. Laying of pipelines should conform to OISD Standards 226 and 
International standard ASME B-3[ .8. 

2. The existing RoU will be opened for laying of pipeline in GAIL’s 18 mfs RoU 
corridor. All the logistic supports shall be provided by M/s RGTIL RGTIL will lay 
pipeline around 300m from their pipeline tap off to their metering station along 
GAIL’s RoU and lay further 100m line from metering station to GAIL’s SV - 18 in 
GAIL’s RoU. RGTIL to maintain suitable distance to enable GAIL to lay additional 
pipeline, if any, in future and ease of maintenance. 

3. Crop damaged in the Right of Way during laying of the pipeline must be 
borne by M/s RGTIL. Crop / tree/ other damages occurred outside RoU shall be 
taken care by M/s RGTIL. 

4. After completing the laying works of RGTIL’s pipeline. GAIL RoU should be 
made normal again and a ‘No Objection Certificate’ would be obtained from 
all the farmers along the RoU by M/s RGTIL. 

5. Statutory permissions required from the concerned authorities would be 
obtained by M/s RGTIL for laying their pipeline along the common RoU corridor. 

6. Boundary Markers / RoU markers / Aerial Markers / CP test stations / any 
other associated equipment related to pipeline damaged along the RoU shall 
be replaced by M/s RGTIL at their own cost. RGTIL to .pay all liabilities and 
arrange all coordination with farmers etc. arising out of using GAiL’s RoU. 

7. M/s RGTIL shall lay their pipeline by carrying out trenching manually so as 
to protect the existing pipeline. Any damages to the existing pipeline including 
the product / production loss would be borne by M/s RGTIL while carrying out 
work in common RoU section of pipeline. 

8. M/s RGTIL would carry out the CP Interference survey / mitigation 
measures at their own cost for the parallel pipelines.

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9. Bonding of parallel pipelines would be carried out by M/s RGTIL only after 
obtaining consent from GAIL. 

10. Necessary permits would be obtained by M/s RGTIL from the concerned 
Officer of GAIL for carrying out the work. Permit would be renewed as directed 
by the GAIL site without failure. 

11. The job should be carried out in the presence of GAIL Engineer & GAIL’s 
designated Safety officer, for which supervision charges, as applicable, shall be 
Intimated by GAIL and would be payable by M/s RGTIL. 

12. Heavy equipment movement with Safety Permit is restricted along the 
RoU, while laying the pipeline by M/s RGTIL. 

13. M/s RGTIL would pay an annual lease amount to GAIL on yearly basis 
towards cost involved in RoU maintenance as well as for utilizing GAIL's RoU, 
which will be intimated by GAIL to M/s RGTIL on annual basis. 

14. In common RoU portion, GAIL will maintain the CP and M/s RGTIL would 
share the cost for the same, which along with any other expenses, shall be 
included in annual lease rent. M/s RGTIL to install proper markers, boning for 
requirement of CP and barrier, if any, 

15. The co-ordinates of common area of RoU required by M/s RGITL will be 
verified by GAIL’s Site Office before commencement of jobs at field. 

16. For obtaining the exact alignment and drawing of the GAIL’s existing/ 
proposed pipe line in the RoU, RGTIL shall contact the concerned GAIL site 
office. 

17. In future, if M/s RGTIL wants to reopen the RoU for carrying out any 
maintenance jobs In their pipeline system within GAIL's RoU corridor, they will 
formally approach GAIL for permission. All applicable procedures, cost 
implications, permission and other terms and conditions will be conveyed to M/s 
RGTIL by GAIL, which shall be binding on M/s RGTIL. 
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
